THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  v 

OF 

BIRKENHEAD  GENERAL  HOSPITAL 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 


The  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1945. 

The  year  1945  has  been  a  memorable  one.  It  has  been  a  year  of 
victory  and  national  post-war  planning.  Big  schemes  are  in  course 
of  preparation  one  of  which  concerns  the  Nation’s  Health  Services  ; 
the  extent  to  which  Voluntary  Hospitals  are  to  be  affected  remains  to 
be  determined  but  meantime  considerable  apprehension  has  been 
engendered.  Nevertheless,  the  Committee  can  assure  the  general 
public  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  this  Hospital  abreast 
of  the  times  in  staff  and  equipment.  The  next  eighteen  months 
are  likely  to  be  a  period  of  great  difficulty,  and  the  continued  support 
of  our  many  friends  is  earnestly  solicited.  A  debt  of  gratitude  is  due, 
not  only  to  the  members  of  H.M.  Forces  now  returning  from  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  labours,  but  to 
the  citizens  of  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  who  so  nobly  did  their  part 
on  the  home  front,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  everyone  will 
treat  the  return  of  peace  as  an  occasion  for  thankfulness  by 
supporting  the  Hospital  to  the  utmost  of  his  or  her  ability. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sorrow  that  the  Committee  records  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  death  on  7th  October,  1945,  of  Thomas  Harwood 
Harper,  one  of  our  Vice-Presidents,  a  very  generous  and  devoted 
friend  and  public  spirited  gentleman.  The  late  Mr.  Harper  had  served 
as  a  member  of  the  General  Committee,  and  also  as  Chairman  of  a 
number  of  Sub-Committees  since  1921.  He  will  be  long  remembered 
for  his  business  ability,  tact  and  sound  judgment.  Many  good 
causes  on  Merseyside  have  lost  a  staunch  and  true  supporter,  and  his 
interest  and  practical  help  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  will  be 
recalled  with  deep  and  lasting  gratitude. 

With  deep  regret  your  Committee  has  also  to  report  the  death 
on  14th  October,  1945,  of  William  Henry  Daniels,  for  16  years 
Secretary-Superintendent  of  the  Hospital.  A  native  of  Middlesbrough, 
Mr.  Daniels  came  to  the  Hospital  at  a  time  when  its  finances 
were  in  a  precarious  condition.  By  the  foresight  and  bold  policy 
recommended  by  him,  the  Hospital  now  stands  high  in  the  esteem 
of  the  Borough,  and  has  progressed  steadily  until  it  now  takes  its 
place  in  the  forefront  of  the  Hospitals  of  Merseyside.  The  addition 
of  the  new  Out-Patients  Department  in  1929  and  the  New  Coronation 
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Wing  in  1937  placed  a  hall-mark  of  efficiency  on  his  untiring  services. 
He  was  an  ideal  Secretary  and  his  personality  and  cheerfulness 
have  accounted  in  no  small  measure  for  the  friendly  atmosphere 
which  pervades  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  not  only  mourns  the 
loss  of  the  Hospital's  Chief  Executive  Officer,  but  pays  tribute  to  a  man 
who  stood  high  in  the  judgment  of  all  as  a  true  Christian  gentleman.

Income. 

Ordinary  Income  amounted  to  £41,588  19s.  Id.  compared  with 
£43,562  Os.  6d.  for  the  previous  year,  the  difference  being  chiefly  due 
to  a  falling  off  in  Donations. 

Extraordinary  Income  amounted  to  £6,349  14s.  4d.  as  against 
£7,282  8s.  3d.  last  year. 

Your  Committee  again  desires  to  express  to  the  Merseyside 
Hospitals  Council  and  its  Contributors,  their  grateful  thanks  for  the 
sum  of  £13,245  received  in  recognition  of  services  rendered.  The 
sum  of  £510  was  also  received  through  the  Merseyside  Hospitals 
Council  in  respect  of  Hospital  Sunday  collections,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  thanks  are  accorded  to  the  Churches  for  this  welcome  gift, 
which  is  ear-marked  for  the  treatment  of  the  necessitous  sick.

Your  Committee  would  again  express  its  earnest  hope  that 
Testators  when  drawing  up  their  Wills  will  remember  the  needs  of  the 
Hospital. 

Expenditure. 

The  Ordinary  Expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£46,518  11s.  lOd.  the  highest  ever  recorded,  being  an  excess  of 
£3,718  3s.  Id.  compared  with  1944 — the  increase  being  largely  due 
to  the  higher  cost  of  commodities,  and  increases  in  Salaries  and 
Wages.  Extraordinary  Expenditure  for  the  most  part  is  provided 
for  out  of  the  Extraordinary  Income.  After  making  transfers  as 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  deficit  on  the  year’s 
working  was  £5,155  17s.  lid. 

The  Committee  is  seriously  concerned  at  the  Hospital’s  growing 
burden  of  upkeep  and  a  close  watch  is  being  kept  on  all  items  of 
expenditure.  Items  such  as  Salaries  and  Wages  are  regulated  by  the 
Rushcliffe  Scale  for  Nursing  Staff  while  scales  of  wages  recommended 
by  the  British  Hospitals  Association  for  Domestics  and  other 
workers  set  the  standard  to  be  followed.  Whilst  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  work  on  the  most  economical  lines,  your  Committee  is 
determined  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  treatment 
and  nursing,  and  appeals  to  the  people  of  Birkenhead  and 
Wirral  for  an  even  wider  recognition  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
Hospital,  and  for  a  still  more  generous  measure  of  financial  support 
in  order  to  save  them  from  the  distasteful  necessity  of  considering 
any  increased  charges  to  be  made  to  the  patient. 
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Lady  Collectors  of  Subscriptions* 

The  Hospital  continues  to  appeal  to  the  residents  through  the 
activities  of  our  Lady  Collectors  of  Subscriptions,  with  excellent 
results. 

During  the  year  the  Lady  Collectors  have  raised  the  highest  sum 
ever  reached  (£292)  an  increase  of  £15  over  the  previous  record. 
Your  Committee  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  ladies  concerned 
on  this  achievement.
